NEW LAHOR DAY LAW. 


"In 1199. however, a law was passed 


which provided, In substance, that no 
workman, laborer or mechanic em- 
ploj-d upin the public* works of. or 
work done* for. the Stale of California, 
or anj politic il 
subdivision 
eif 
the* 


Stall*, should he required or permitted 
to work upon such work more than 
eight houis In a calendar day: tint a 
stipulation to such effect should b« In- 
scrli d In e-verj cemtract made by or In 
be-half of the State for tin- performance- 
of such work, for eae-h workman, la- 
borer or mechanic who. In his employ, 
wns required or permitted thus to wor' 
more* than rltrht hours In one* day: at ,1 
that hoavj pe-naltles should be Inflicted 
upon anv olllci-r of the St ite* or a pollt- 
leal subdivision thereof who \lolated 
any of the provMons of the law. 


AttRCi:Mi:NT. 


"Although, so far as I know, this law 
his not vet hie n subjected to the test 
of Judicial derision, It wnuld teem to he 
valid, slnn It Is biHpd upon the same 
prlnelplc that Ims been uplield. H« re- 
gards similar legislation. In 
Ihe Su- 
preme Court of HIP United States, and 
In the eourtM eif a number of the Stiles 
It having thus been held to be simply 
In the natuie if n rule laid down by an 
emplojer, prescribing the terms upon 
which he will receive persons Into his 
employ, and not a restriction em the 
private right to eontrnrt. In the cise 
of a contraetoi seeking the work, he Is 
simply leejulre-d, as one of the condi- 
tion'' upon which he In given the con- 
tiarl, to agree nnd stipulate (Just as he 
might be leiiulred to agree, In the ca«e 
of a e nntrart let to him by nny othe-r 
builder) Hint he will not require eir per- 
mit his weiikmen to work more than 
eight hours pet day under Ihe contract; 
and having thus stipulated, he b«¥comi« 
hound, not by onv direct mandate eif 
the law, but by his own agreement, to 
not permit more than eight hours In 
any day to IIP worked by his employe* 
In fttltllllng his contiact. 


"As said, the law Is quite generally 


observed In cases Where the Rtate di- 
rect!)' employ*. In n few such cases, 
however, complaint of Its non-ob»erv- 
ance has hi en made to th* Durcau: 
one notably being that of about two 
hundred and fifty emplojes In Golden 
Gate Park In San Frnnclseo last No- 
vember. while thi' uovernrrent of the 
Park wis jet under the Jurisdiction of 
the State. This complaint I took up 
with the then 
Park Commissioners, 
Mesirs. A. II Spreckels. Win. H. Met- 
son ind F. W. Zelle. nnd. after some- 
wlnt protracted negotiation. In which 
I wfis greatly assisted 
by thp advice 


and encouragement of Governor Henry 
T. Gage, I. on December 17, ISSS. re- 
celve'd official nnllre from tho Park 
Commissioners that the requirement of 
the Ian would bp compiled with, nnd 
that thereafter the 
employes of the 
Park would lip required to work but 
eight hours per day. Instead of nine as 
theretofore. 


"Another cnse was Iliat of «omn of the

In this case, limve-vcr, merclv 


c tlilHg the attention of the Hoard nf 
Stale Harbor Commissioners to tho mat- 
ter reiulteel In Its Immediate correction; 
and It se»me>d plain thnt the violation rc- 
flulte-J from an oversight ot from mis- 
construction of Ihe law, nnj not from 
purpoio: Mr. Kllburn. chairman of the 
Bonn!, emphatl^nlly saving that na It rag 
the Inw to work the emplo)es In ques- 
tion but eight hnuni, the law should be 
obej ed. 


VIOLATIONS FNDKR CONTRACT. 
"In canes where the wcrk Is done un- 


der contract, Ihe violations of Hie law 
are much more frequent, and It too often 
seems to be that those whri*e eluty aa 
State or municipal official* requires them 
lo enforce eibedletce to Ih** law, anel to 
Inflict penalties, rs nnnvd, for Us non- 
obnervsnce, ore Irdlfferent In tho prem- 
ise* or full lo ade,pt methods by which 
they may be made aware of violations 
when they occur. There. In ground given 
for belief sometimes thi.t the la» Is nnt 
taken rerlously, end that It IB expected 
to be mor» honored In Ihe breach than In 
the observance. The rnjulreel stipulation 
Is, as a rule. Inserted (nlthcugh not al- 
ways), but with lhat oftentimes vigilance 
seems to end. Tills 1» l*y nei means us It 
should be. It Is not enough tn ray, us 
Is sometimes aald, thnt the Inw la Inex- 
pedient or unwise r.r Hint the men em- 
ployed arc themnclvei willing to work a 
longer tlnio.
